antine regulations of the states and 
municipal boards of health, and regu- 
lations are to be drawn by the secretary 
of the tawurury necessary to prevent 
the Introduction of contagious diseases, 
net only Into the United 8t*t*. from 
foreign countries, but into one state 
from another.

Gold Resources Exhausted by Heavy 
Shipments to Europe. 



New York, Feb ft— The U. a treas- 
ury Is practically empty of gold, and 
the New York banks have been obliged 
to come to the relief of the government 
That Is the serious situation that con- 
fronts the secretary of the treasury 
and the financiers of the cou 
The drain of American gold coin 
to Europe has at last exhausted the 
sources of the government and the pri- 
vate stores In the vaults of the banks 
have been drawn upon to tide ove 
emergency. The secret has been well 
kept but of the $7,500,000 in American 
gold that was shipped to Europe last 
Saturday, K.000,000 was loaned to the 
sub- treasury by the banks of this city. 

The entire supply of gold in the 
vaults of the U. a treasury Wednesday 
has been reduced to 1108,176,938. 
this only 18,170,938 Is free gold; 
remainder, t-100,000,000, must be, by 
law, held In the treasury for the 
redemption of a like amount of 
legal tender notes which have been 
Issued against It The bottom of 
Uncle Sam's gold box Is visible: nor 
has the drain of gold stopped. This 
week's exporta will reach about t-5.000,- 
000. This would leave, without outside 
tance, only $3,17fl,0"H of free gold 
in the treasury. With the probability 
of further demands for import this 
would not be a single week's supply. 
Since Monday actual short sterling 
rates of exchange have gone up from 
14 87 1-2 to 4 88, less commission. 

Deorge O. Williams, president of 
New York Clearing-house association 
and president of the Chemical national 
bank, spent a great deal of time 
Wednesday arranging for a further 
loan of gold to the treasury. He
